But
he had a friend. Edgar B. Davis,
New York financier who had known
Seiberling for twenty years, A
number of years ago Davis, In the
oil business, was broke, but he
thought he had chances of striking
oil, He appealed to Selborling
who “then was a multimillionaire.
Seiberling loaned him  $567,000.
Davis struck oil and sold out to the
Standard Oil Company for twelve
million dollars. *In 1920, Seiberling,
out of the Goodyear Company, and
virtually broke, organized his own
concern, The company . struggled
along for six years. All the time
Davis was watching the difficult-
ies of his old friend, and when He
saw a crisis approaching he loaned
Seiberling  $500,000 in cash, and
}underwmte his notes for $6,600,000,
| In }927 Seiberling’s stock soared
| and returned a net profit of
’31.356,000. A few days ago Seiber-
ling, once more possessor of a
fortune, paid Davis back, and re-
leased him as . guarantor of the
| notes. Davis refused to accept
| any interest.

Mr. Brown, speaker at Monday's
dinner meeting, in his officlal ca-
pacity probably keeps -his finger
more continuously- on the pulse of
organized business activity than any
other individual in the United
States. He travels an average of
50,000 miles annually, visiting all
sections of the country, and is con-
| sulted by executive officers of
ial organiations in the
cities, and the smallest

| towns and in every variety of in-
| dustry. :

As a result of his broad obser-
| vation he expresses the conviction
| that the commercial organization

| and 1de sociation have hardly
“nassf'(l beyond the formative stage
jand that the co-operative method
| of meeting and solving the larger
{ problems of business 1s on the
| threshold of marked expansion and

development. This, he believes, is
{due to the widening radius of ac-
| tivity which extends beyond the

limitations of the individual bus-
| iness man or even the single in-
| gustry.

“The striking characteristic - of
the American business man in the
| eyes of impartial foreign observ-
jers,” he says, “is his capacity for
| organization, for team work in
overcoming common obstacles and
|in solving common problems. As
| far as we have gone in that direc-
tion in the past quarter of a cen-
tury, there is. every reason to be-
| lieve that this typically American
| movement is constantly . gaining
! momentum and that it will go for-
ward much more rapidly in the
next quarter of a century. We are
emerging from the experimental
stage and are now developing nn|

a large scale the methods by which
the principle of co-operative group
action can be practically put into
effect.”

The Chamber of Commerce of!
the United States, with which Mr.
Brown is connected, is the largest
business organization of its kind
in the world. It is the business
man’s representative and spokes-
man at the national capitol. It
aims to safeguard business against
unwise. economic legislation and at
the same time to keep before con-
gress and the government depart-
ments the viewpoints of business on
things of economic and industrial
importance to the country.

The national chamber was cre-
ated fifteen years ago at the in-
stance of President Taft and his

a body which could obtain and
present to the government the con-
sidered viewpoint of business on
economic questions. ¥ntil that
time business in the United States
had not been represented in a cen-
tral organization.

Today the Chamber of Commerce
of the United States is recognized
as the national spokesman for bus-
iness.
